The request for reconsideration has been considered but does 
not overcome the rejection. 

Applicant argues, briefly, that the "length of 
internucleoside linkages" issue is different from the size of the 
"-R A -N(R la ) (R lb )- n substituents because the claims only require the 
M -R A -N(R la ) (R lb )-" be attached at the 2 , -0- / 3'-0' or 5 ' -ex- 
positions . 

This argument is not persuasive because the 3 f -O f and 5 re- 
positions are the points of attachment of the internucleoside 
linkages .
